Hiere that trees are only destroyed by
lightning when they have been previously
wetted by the rain.

Asojourner in the woods, whether he
is taken in pursuit of game or with the
obje-t of pron;l):cting for timber, miner-
als, and land, always careful to erect
‘his tent under & short thick tree in order
“to escape the danger of lightning or of
trees falling and bringing - down others in
their way on him; aud it was often while
thus situated I noticed after stormy
nights when lightning and thunder
were accompanied by raln that many
trees; had fallen. The report of the
snapping of the trunks wonld remind
one of that of the firing of a canuon, and
when lightning and thunder were not ac-
com_anied by rain (in the immediate
locality of our camp 8t anj® rate) no trecs
bhad been struck: f infer from the samo
observations that the lightning always
sirikes the (allest trees, whatever their
species may be, for the taller white pines
and poplars were most often seen de-
stroyed and the shorter maples, linden,
birch trees, ete., rarely so; also that the
sap Letween the w and the bark of
the tree does not increase the chance of
itz destruction.

AN OB3ERVER'S NOTES,

A gentleman connected with the new
botanical gardens suggests that the mete-
orological officea in different couotries
collect reliable data embodying the ob-
gservations of diiferent persons as to the
particular circumstances attending thun-
der storms during which more or less in-
jury Las been dowe trees. He states as
the resull of his own observation that cer
tain kirnds of tre2s are much more likely
to be injured bs lightning than others,
which goes to show that they are very
poor conductors of electricity. The con-
ditioa of the tree in regard to age and
vigor bas also, in his opinion, much to do
in making it a good orbad conduetor. In
a communication toa London paper he
says: The comparative couductibility of
dilferent trees is not wholly, in my opin-
icn, n question of species, The same
species at di :erent stages of growth, and
growiog under different circumstances,
will exhibit widely ditferent degrees of
conductibility.

Doubtless Lhe hardness of the wood and
the character of the grain, and also the
character of the ramificativn, have much
to do with that resistance to the electrie
fiuid which results in damage to limbs or
trunk. Hence, probably, why the oak,
which is remarkable for the general close-
ness and hardmess of its grain, and the
ruggedness and contortion of its ramifica.
tion, so frequently suifers, while soft-
wooded trees, like the poplars, escape.
But younger oaks under the same circum-
siances might escape, while older and
harder and drier trees would be broken
by the electric finid. A misiake com-
monly made is to speak of ceriain trees
being *“struck”™ by lightning, the word
“struck” being only applied to those Lrees
that are injured by lightning. Thousands
of trees are struck during every thunder-
storm that takes place over woody coun-
try; but, being struck noi.aelea"{y and
without resulting injury, they are not
voticed. 1t is doubtless the superior or
[aferior conductive power of a tree which
sub ects it to, or exempis it from, harm
from lightning; but it is the greater or
less moisture of the branches aads trunk
which regulates the conductive power.

EXEMPTION AND LIABILITY.

The form of a tree, too, has much to do
with its exemption from hurtful Strokes
The Lombardy poplar is about the best
form, because its branches, pointed up-
ward, are like so many lightning con-
ductors. The oak isabout the worst form,
because its branches and limbs are nedrly
siways (in those trees, which arec mostly
damaged) placed across the course of the
eiectric fluid. The Lombardy pop'ar
alsois of murh moister and softer sub-
wiance than the oak, and conseguently
jhives freer passage to the electricity.

The best conductors of electricity are
ot those that are-¥struck ” by a discharge
from a cloud, but those which silenily
convey it Lo the earth without being
shattered or injured in any way. That
many trees do this seems certain. 1o all
probability trees whose leaves present
many sharp pointsare the best conduciors
of electricity, Lach peint altracts elec-
